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PURPOSE AND SCOPE 

This manual is designed for you, the soldier who has had no 
formal training in GRREG procedures, but who may be assigned 
GRREG tasks in a theater of operations. You may be from a 
combat, combat support, or combat service support unit or 
organization. You may be required to train and lead teams in the 
following operations: 

• Search. 

• Recovery. 

• Evacuation. 

• Burial. 

If you use your judgment, experience, initiative, and imagination 
along with the procedures in this manual and FM 10-63, you 
should be able to perform your duties efficiently. Asa team leader 
or member, you should be aware from the very beginning that the 
manner in which you perform this duty will communicate to 
onlookers, local inhabitants, and fellow soldiers our nation's 
highest regard and respect for the contributions made by the 
fallen soldier. The manner in which you recover and identify our 
honored deceased has an impact on soldier morale. All remains 
and possessions should be handled with respect. Prepare yourself 
mentally before starting the search by concentrating on per- 
forming the tasks at hand unemotionally, objectively, and pro- 
fessionally. You must anticipate that this task will involve a 
certain amount of psychological trauma for you, particularly if 
the deceased personnel are members of your own unit. An 
awareness of the degree of destruction upon the remains of an 
individual killed, before you begin your search, may help you to 
reduce the initial shock. Body deterioration, odors, disfigurement, 
disassociated portions, and burns are conditions of the deceased 
for you to expect.

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CHAPTER 1 

SEARCH 



INTRODUCTION 

The search is the first step in recovering and identifying remains. 
The purpose of the search is to locate remains not recovered prior 
to the movement of your unit from the battle area. Explain all 
phases of the search to each member assigned before beginning 
the search. Search for remains during daylight hours only. 

PLANNING THE SEARCH 

Before searching for remains, ensure the safety of the search 
zone. Make sure the commander has contacted an NBC specialist 
and an EOD specialist if numerous fatalities have occurred. If 
numerous remains must be buried, contact a supporting engineer 
unit. Have your commander attempt to contact a chaplain for 
religious services before burial, if possible. 



NOTE: Make sure a senior commander is contacted for an 
official decision regarding outside continental United States 
(OCONUS) burials. 



After these arrangements are made, the following jobs should be 
done. 



Issuing Equipment 

Team members need a compass for determining azimuths, a map 
of the area, pencils, paper for sketching the recovery area, 
entrenching tools, and paper tags with string or wire fasteners for 
tagging remains. Team members also need personal effects bags, 
human remains pouches, NBC agent tags, DD Forms 565 (State- 
ment of Recognition of Deceased), DD Forms 567 (Record of 
Search and Recovery), M43 chemical agent detectors with extra 
battery and refill kit, and an M256 chemical agent detector kit. 
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Outlining Mission 

Describe to the team members the areas in which you will be 
operating. Such areas could include mountains, marshes, dense 
forests, or other types of terrain. If the casualties area result of a 
battle, discuss with team members the information you have 
received about the battle. Tell them the types of weapons used. If 
any nuclear, biological, or chemical agents were used, tell team 
members how to work in the resulting environment and the 
protective measures that must be taken. If the casualties are a 
result of a vehicle crash, describe the possible conditions (dis- 
membered or burned) in which you may find remains. This may 
help to prepare the team members for this grim task. Brief the 
team on the importance of maintaining area security during the 
search and recovery mi ssion. lTable l-lf lists procedures for team 
leaders and fable 1-2 lists procedures for team members to use 
before, during, and after the search and recovery mission. 

Assigning Team Members Specific Areas 



Give team members an area to search. You can outline each area 
by using map coordinates or landmarks. The assignment of 
specific areas allows you to control where and how your team 
members search. This also allows you to know where your team 
members are at all times. 



Identifying Places 

Team members should search in places that might be used by 
troops for shelter or concealment. These places include mounds, 
hedges, rocks, trees, fallen logs, stream banks, trenches, bunkers, 
and ruined structures. Also search in densely wooded areas and 
in and around wrecked vehicles. 



USING EXPLOSIVE ORDNANCE DISPOSAL 
SPECIALISTS OR ENGINEERS 

If you think there are mines or booby traps in an area, get EOD 
specialists or engineers to go with you, if possible. If they are not 
available and booby traps or mines are found, stop the search 
until EOD personnel or engineers can clear the area. 
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Table 1-1 . Procedures for search and recovery team leaders 

• Obtain all reports concerning the incident from the G1 /AG 
casualty section, intelligence sections, and your unit. 

• Perform map or aerial reconnaissance of the search area 
before the mission, if possible. 

• Determine and arrange for transportation to and from the 
recovery site. 

• Arrange for a security force, if necessary. 

• Arrange for EOD, if necessary. 

• Determine requirements for personnel and equipment to 
conduct search. 

• Brief team members on all aspects of the mission. 

• Inspect team members and equipment for readiness. 

• Know where your team members are at all times. 

• Question local inhabitants. 

• Control where and how the team members search. 

• Check all records prepared at the recovery site for 
completeness and accuracy before you leave the area. 

• Complete and forward necessary after-action reports 
when the mission is completed. 
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Table 1-2. Procedures for search and recovery team members 

• Check thoroughly for booby traps around and on remains. 

• Tag each remains with a search and recovery number. 

• Fill in a DD Form 567 for each remains. 

• Make a sketch of the recovery site. 

• Double-check azimuths and distances. 

• Make a map overlay. 

• Keep remains covered except when they are being 
checked for identification. 

• Search area around remains for personal effects. 

• Secure associated effects to remains. 

• Evacuate remains feet first. 

• Always search with a group of team members using the 
buddy system. 

• Search only during daylight hours. 

• Always wear rubber gloves such as chemical agent 
protective gloves or surgical gloves when handling or 
touching remains, especially those deceased for more 
than 72 hours. 



USING NUCLEAR, BIOLOGICAL, CHEMICAL 
PERSONNEL 

Request NBC personnel to check the search area to determine if 
the area is contaminated or safe to enter. They can tell you what 
contaminants were used and what methods to use to protect 
yourself. You may have to wait until the area is safe before you 
recover the remains. NEVER RISK THE LIVES OF YOUR 
PERSONNEL TO RECOVER THE DEAD. 

USING UNRECOVERED REMAINS REPORT 

If your search team i s unable to re cover remains, a report of 
unrecovered remains (Figure 1-1) must be prepared and sent 
through your higher headquarters to the theater’s Joint Central 
Graves Registration Officer.

SEARCHING AREA OF AIRCRAFT CRASHES 

In practically all instances, the location, size, and shape of the 
area will have been determined by other personnel involved in the 
many actions and events following the crash. Thus, close 
coordination between the team leader and higher headquarters is 
required. The target for the search is remains of deceased 
personnel to include intact remains and dismembered portions 
(legs, arms, or portions thereof). Mutilated and dispersed seg- 
ments of human anatomy are the primary objects in this 
operation. Close examination of trees, brush, bushes, rocks, 
debris, and so forth, within the search area is an essential 
requirement of a successful search operation. 
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Determining Search Pattern 

Ground search execution is conducted using a parallel or contour 
search pattern depending on the terrain of the search area. Each 
team member can systematically search a 2-linear-foot area to his 
left and right, or about 4 linear feet. The team (a 26-member 
moving unit) can cover about 100 linear feet in one direction. The 
grid search sketch (Figure 1-2) depicts a crash site encompassing 
a 10,000-square-foot area and shows the movement of the team.

In a group sweep, each member slowly searches a 4-linear-foot area. The 
sweep, beginning from the east or west border, proceeds until the entire 
1 ,000-foot length of the crash site is covered. 

The width of the crash site is then covered by five separate group sweeps, 
beginning from the north or south border, until the entire 1 00-foot width of 
the crash site is searched. 

Should a further search be necessary, the above procedures are repeated.

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Maintaining Team Discipline 



Search team discipline is controlled by the team leader at all 
times. The team leader takes a position in the center of a straight 
line-abreast formation or as the leading person in either a right or 
left echelon search line. The dress of the search line is on the team 
leader. The team should move forward in a line-abreast (scrim- 
mage line) formation simultaneously and stop at the command of 
the team leader. The search progresses at a slow pace through the 
wooded area as each thicket and depression is thoroughly 
checked. The search is conducted as follows: 

• Two flankers are required for the line-abreast search line. 
Both the team leader and the flankers check to ensure that 
straight search lines are maintained throughout the search. 

• The search line is initially formed at either the north or south 
boundary of the search area. Boundary control of each 
successful sweep through an area is usually delegated to the 
pivoting flanker. After the search line is initially formed at 
the boundary, it moves forward on a signal from the team 
leader. Linemen remain evenly spaced as the team 
progresses. 



When remains are found by a part of the team, a stake with 
streamers attached should be driven into the ground to mark 
the location. Other team members continue just past the 
“find location” and halt. When the location has been marked 
these checkers rejoin the search line. The entire search line 
again moves forward upon the signal of the team leader. 
When the search line completes its first leg, the search team 
uses a pivoting movement around the inboard flanker to 
reposition themselves for a second leg search to the south or 
north, depending upon the boundary line that the team 
began to search. In the meantime, the other flanker will be 
the pivot flanker for the maneuver between the second and 



third search sweep (Figure 1-3) 

When the north- south search sweep is completed, a similar 
search will be accomplished for the east-west search sweep. 
As an example, if the north-south search is completed in the 
southwest corner, the search line would now pivot around 
the flanker now positioned in the southwest corner, until the 
search line is at the south boundary starting line. Should it 
become necessary, the search may be extended beyond the 
initial boundaries.

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Using Search Aircraft 

If helicopters are available, they should be considered for 
surveying and assisting in determining the overall area to be 
searched. A command view of the wreckage and surrounding 
area can quickly determine how extensive a search may be 
required. It must be pointed out, however, that remains, especially 
dismembered portions, probably will not be visible from a 
helicopter. Again, it should be stressed that the search for 
remains should be extended well beyond the perimeters of aircraft 
wreckage to ensure that all remains are recovered. 

Conducting a Final Search 

Although a detailed grid search has been completed for remains, 
a final grid search should be conducted for remains after large 
portions of aircraft wreckage have been moved. Often both major 
and minor portions of remains may be hidden beneath the 
wreckage. The ground where the wreckage lays should be probed 
for dismembered portions. 

ORGANIZING A SEARCH AND RECOVERY TEAM 

A basic team should be comprised of 26 members of which two 
members will be designated as team section leaders. A leader 
should be assigned for each 12 members of the team. In addition 
to the 26 members of the team, and to assure the availability of a 
fully complemented team, the training of reinforcement per- 
sonnel should be accomplished to permit the deployment of a 
26-member team at all times. Higher headquarters should 
evaluate each request for search ana recovery to determine the 
required number of search and recovery personnel. For example, 
in some S&R missions, possibly eight team members and one 
team leader may suffice; while in another S&R mission, more 
than one 26-member team may be required to accomplish the 
search and recovery of remains. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Recovery involves making initial identification of the remains, 
recording all equipment and personal effects found with the 
remains, and sketching the recovery site. It is important that as 
much detail as possible be included in the recovery report. This 
will help ensure that a positive identification is made. It is 
important that the area be guarded when recovery operations are 
in progress. 

IDENTIFYING THE REMAINS 

When you find remains, be careful to preserve all items that may 
be used for identification. If metal identification tags are on the 
remains, they should not be removed. Use the search and 
recovery tags (Figure 2-1 ) with string or wire fasteners to tag each 
remains. One tag should be securely attached to the remains and 
another to the human remains pouch. Assign a search and 
recovery number to each remains, and write the number on the 
two tags. The search and recovery number is made up from the 
consecutive number assigned to each recovered remains and the 
number of the unit that makes the recovery. If a DD Form 1380

PREPARING DD FORM 567 



Search and recovery teams prepare a DD Form 567 (Figure 2-4] for 
each remains recovered in an organized search. The form should 
also be prepared when no remains are found. This form is 
prepared so that it can be used for field search cases in the area 
clearance phase of the graves registration program. The first 
entries are made in the DATE OF REPORT block and in the 
blocks under INFORMATION ON DECEASED. The recovery 
number must be the same as that on the identification tags 
attached to the remains. The next entry goes in block 10, PLACE 
OF RECOVERY. If no remains are recovered, the phrase “NO 
REMAINS RECOVERED” should be entered in this block. As 
indicated on the sample, this block should include such in- 
formation as map sheet number, grid coordinates, prominent 
terrain features, and type of position (for example, infantry or 
artillery). If the deceased was in a vehicle, the position in the 
vehicle is given. Also, the type of vehicle is given and the serial 
number is recorded, if possible. Identification media found near 
the remains are listed in block 11. The list could include 
identification tags, engraved jewelry, wallet, letters, photo- 
graphs, clothing, and weapons. In block 12, you must indicate 
any information about other remains that were recovered on this 
recovery mission. Block 13 provides information on the recovery 
team members. The last entries made are the printed name, rank, 
social security number, and organization of the team leader who 
made the recovery and that person’s signature. In case the 
DD Form 567 is not available in the unit, you must ensure that the 
following facts are recorded on a blank sheet of paper under the 
title “Record of Search and Recovery”: 



• Date. 

• Last name, first name, middle initial of deceased. 

• Rank. 

• Social security number (SSN). 

• Organization of deceased. 

• Place of recovery. 

• Identification media. 

• Name, organization, and rank of person making 
the recovery.

DD Form 5 65 1 (Figure 2-5] is used to identify the remains. A friend 
or a member of the deceased person’s unit gives the information 
for this form. Although the facts that person gives may not be 
enough for a positive identification of the remains, the statement 
will be helpful. The person preparing the form records in- 
formation about the deceased in block 1 of the form. In block 2, the 
person making the statement answers questions and gives 
information about the deceased. In block 3, information about the 
viewing is provided. In block 4, information about the person 
making the visual identification is provided. The person who 
witnessed the viewing will provide information in block 5 of the 
form. In case the DD Form 565 is not available in the unit, you 
must ensure that the following facts are recorded on a blank sheet 
of paper under the title “Statement of Recognition of Deceased”: 

• Last name, first name, middle initial of deceased. 

• Rank. 

• SSN. 



• Organization. 

• Identifying marks. 

• Length of time the person knew deceased. 

• Name, rank, and SSN of person making statement. 

• Organization of that person. 

• Name, rank, and SSN of person witnessing this statement. 

• Organization of that person.

Making a Recovery Site Sketch 

Mark the exact site of recovery with an X on the recovery site 
sketch (Figure 2-6)1 Record next to this mark the recovery number 
from the tag tied to the remains.

HANDLING AND CARING FOR REMAINS 

It is important that your work reflect gratitude for the sacrifice 
made by the deceased for a specific nation. You should maintain a 
reverent and respectful attitude in the recovery and removal of 
the deceased. Keep the remains covered except when examining 
them. Do not remove clothing or equipment unless it is necessary 
for identification. If you remove clothing or equipment, make sure 
you put it back after examining the remains. Always wear rubber 
gloves such as chemical agent protective gloves when handling 
or touching remains. Place all personal effects in a personal 
effects bag. If there are no personal effects bags available, you 
may use any field expedient with which you can secure the effects 
and attach them to the remains. Tie the personal effects to the 
remains with the drawstring on the bag. If you use something 
other than the bag, secure it to the remains with a belt or bootlace, 
Place the remains in a human remains pouch. You should also 
place any equipment, such as helmets and rifles found near the 
remains, in the human remains pouch. Ensure that weapons are 
unloaded, and unexploded ordnance is removed from the remains. 
Ask for the assistance of EOD personnel if needed. Noncontami- 
nated and decontaminated weapons will be returned to either the 
deceased individual’s unit or to the supply system. If you do not 
have a remains pouch, wrap the remains in a blanket, a shelter 
half, or other suitable material. When moving remains, always 
move them feet first as they moved in life. Remains of allied, 
enemy, and local inhabitants will be handled in the same 
reverent manner as for United States (US) personnel. Remains 
should be guarded to prevent theft of personal effects or 
equipment and unauthorized viewing or photographing. 

RECOVERING REMAINS FROM AIRCRAFT CRASHES 

Recovery of remains is unquestionably the most important and 
demanding phase of the field operation. The recovery team must 
act as a unit since the tagging and designation of remains and 
portions of remains is of vital importance in the later examination 
of these remains. The recovery team should consist of eight 
members and one team leader. This will provide efficient 
utilization of manpower as well as available sources of 
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replacement. Dismembered, burned, and charred remains can be 
considered the rule rather than the exception. Therefore team 
members must handle remains with the utmost care to ensure 
against loss and destruction of available identification media or 
evidence.

The sketch in Figure 2-8 is an essential document and must be 
used by the recovery team to properly organize and conduct the 
recovery operation. The sketch should include the direction of 
north; the direction of impact of the aircraft; the location of major 
parts of the aircraft; and the location of scattered property, effects, 
remains and portions of remains and their tag numbers. As 
each remains, and portion of remains is located, the following 
actions are taken: 

• Each remains and major dismembered portion should be 
tagged. Indicated on each tag will be the letter X (where each 
remains was found) followed by consecutive recovery 
numbers, X-l, X-2, and so forth. 

• As X numbers are assigned and tags securely attached to the 
remains and portions of remains, record the X numbers on 
the sketch to pinpoint the exact place of recovery. These 
recordings should coincide with staked flag locations 
already indicated on the sketch by the search team. The 
X number tags placed on the remains and portions of 
remains will stay with that recovery until the identification 
processing is concluded. 

• Place remains carefully in a human remains pouch (if 
pouches are not available, wrap remains in shelter halves, 
blankets, or something similar). Examine the ground 
beneath the remains and immediate area to ensure that all 
portions of remains have been recovered. 

• Prepare a second tag with the same X number as assigned to 
the remains contained in the human remains pouch, and 
attach that tag securely to the outside of the human remains 
pouch or to the material used for shrouding the 



remains (Figure 2-9 >.

Disassociated, dismembered portions of remains should not 
be commingled with other remains but should be placed in a 
human remains pouch or shrouding material and annotated 
on the sketch with an R (where disassociated portions were 
found) followed by consecutive disassociated portion 
numbers, R-l, R-2, and so forth. Human remains pouch or 
shrouding material should be tagged and annotated on the

Government Issue Property and Personal Effects 

Official cards, papers, and name tags should not be removed from 
remains at the crash site. The above items should be retained with 
the remains to preserve identification supportive evidence. 

• Personal effects found loose at the crash site should be 
designated on the sketch with an E (where disassociated 
government issue property and personal effects were found) 
followed by consecutive disassociated property and effects 
numbers E-l, E-2, and so forth. Property and effects should 
be placed in a human remains pouch or personal effects bag 
and tagged and secured with a metal rail car seal. The tag 
should be annotated “Disassociated Property and Personal 
Effects,” the search and recovery mission number, the unit 
organization number, and the property or personal effects 
number. 

• No attempt will be made to associate personal effects found 
loose at the crash site. Association of personal effects, when 
possible, will be accomplished following the identification 
processing of remains. 

Completion of Search and Recovery Mission 

The search and recovery for remains should not be discontinued 
until the salvage for aircraft parts is completed. A team leader 
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and five members of the search and recovery teams for remains 
should stay on the crash site until the team leader, after 
consultation with the on-site commander, has determined that 
the search and recovery for remains is officially completed. 



NOTE: Frequently, portions of remains are found adhered to the 
aircraft parts.

HANDLING CONTAGIOUS AND 
CONTAMINATED REMAINS 

All remains found in a contagious or contaminated area should 
be handled as if they are contaminated. NBC personnel should be 
asked to advise you concerning the contamination levels of the 
area and of the remains. Attach NBC tags to remains contami- 
nated by chemical biological (CB) agents or nuclear radiation. 
Exampl es of tags an d information to be written on them are 
shown in Figure 2-11 . If NBC tags are not available, attach a tag 
with a large C written on it to identify each contaminated or 
contagious remains. How the remains became contaminated or 
contagious should also be written on this tag. When handling 
contaminated remains, personnel must wear protective gear. For 
radiological contamination, this includes, as a minimum, rubber 
gloves, a fuel handler’s apron, and some form of respiratory 
protection (dust or surgical mask). A dosimeter is also required. 
For chemical (or suspected biological) contamination, personnel 
must wear, as a minimum, rubber gloves, a fuel handler’s apron 
over their mission-oriented protective posture gear, and a 
protective mask. Contaminated remains will not be evacuated 
unless they can be thoroughly decontaminated and checked by 
NBC personnel. NBC-trained personnel can provide advice on 
decontaminates to be used and how to use them to avoid 
spreading contamination. Aging, however, is the only effective 
means of reducing induced radiation hazards. Other decontami- 
nation techniques are pointless. No suitable method exists to 
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detect residual biological contamination. If remains and personal 
effects cannot be decontaminated, they will be buried at the 
recovery site by using mass casualty burial procedures.

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CHAPTER 3 

EVACUATION 



INTRODUCTION 

Evacuation is the movement of remains from the recovery site 
(place of death) to a graves registration collecting point. If there 
are many remains, the collecting point may be set up near the 
recovery site. Notify the chaplain of the collecting point location. 
If the recovery site is near a cemetery, the remains may be taken 
directly to the cemetery. Contaminated remains must be 
separated from noncontaminated remains before evacuation 
since contaminated remains are not evacuated. 



SECURING PERSONAL EFFECTS TO REMAINS 



Before evacuating remains, make sure the personal effects have 
been securely attached to the remains. The personal effects bag 
should be tied to the remains. If the effects are in something other 
than a personal effects bag, you may use a belt or bootlace to tie 
the effects to the remains. Tie them so that they are protected from 
body fluids and weather. This is also a good time to make sure 
that the identification tags are still on the remains. 

CHECKING PAPERWORK 




recovery. DD Form 565, if used, should contain a statement from 
someone who knew the deceased person. The statement should 
include the physical features used to identify the remains. Also, 
check the recovery site sket ch and the ma p over lay to be sure they 
are completed as stated on| pages 2-5| an d 2-7[ The escort for the 
remains will carry all paperwork to the collecting point. 
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TRANSPORTING REMAINS 



You may use the vehicles that brought you to the recovery site to 
move remains to the collecting point. If these vehicles are not 
large enough, you should have your commander or his representa- 
tive call for adequate transportation. Before arrangements are 
made, move all remains to one location at the recovery site and 
notify the chaplain of the collecting point location. The selection 
of the location should be based on how easily transportation can 
get to it. 



Requesting Transportation 

The request for transportation should give the number of remains 
that need to be moved. This will help transportation personnel 
decide what type of vehicles to send. The request should state that 
the vehicles are to be covered if at all possible. It should also give 
the location of the remains, the grid coordinates of the location, 
and any major landmarks. Finally, the location of the collecting 
point should be given. You should be able to get the location from 
your commander. 



Preparing Remains for Transportation 

While waiting for transportation, lay remains shoulder to 
shoulder on the ground. If they are not in human remains 
pouches, wrap them in some other waterproof cover. Shroud the 
remains or protect them from viewing. Post guards to prevent 
stealing of personal effects and equipment. The guards should 
also keep unauthorized personnel away from the remains. Keep 
all clothing and equipment with the remains. Check again to see 
that the identification tags are still secure. Make sure that no 
photographs, except for official purposes, are taken. 



Loading Remains on Vehicles 

When transportation arrives, begin loading. Remember to carry 
remains feet first at all times. While loading remains, maintain 
an attitude of reverence and respect. Load remains on trucks feet 
first. Load head first on fixed-wing aircraft. Load feet first, if 
possible, on helicopters. Remains may be stacked in a vehicle if 
there is not enough floor space. Take care that no remains or litter 
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is touching another remains or litter (Figure 3-1). The vehicle 
transporting the remains should be covered. For example, if the 
vehicle is a truck, the canvas should cover the back of the truck. 
Personal effects and identification tags stay with remains during 
evacuation. An escort should be sent with the remains during 
evacuation to guard against theft and unauthorized entry to 
the vehicle. 




NOTE: Litters on the upper levels must be tied down during 
travel. Before moving the vehicle, you must ensure that the tail- 
gate is dosed.

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CHAPTER 4 

BURIAL 



INTRODUCTION 

The tactical or logistical situation may make evacuation of 
remains impossible. In such cases, emergency, on-site burial will 
probably be necessary. Your commander should receive orders 
from higher headquarters to bury the remains and should notify 
the chaplain of the burial location. If there are numerous 
casualties, ask your commander or his representative to contact 
engineer personnel. You will need their help in digging the 
trenches for burial. Contaminated remains should be buried in 
trenches separate from uncontaminated and decontaminated 
remains. US, allied, and enemy forces are buried in separate 
trenches. This method conforms to the procedures used in a North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) environment as described 
in Standardization Agreement ( S TAN AG) 20 70 , Emergency War 
Burial Procedures (located in the Appendix )| . 

SECURING PERSONAL EFFECTS TO REMAINS 

Make sure the personal effects are securely attached to the 
remains. The only time personal effects should be removed is to 
examine them for identification purposes. List them, with a full 
description, on the interment records, and replace them on the 
remains. Personal effects may be tied to the remains using the 
strings on the personal effects bag. If effects are in something 
other than a personal effects bag, you may use a belt or bootlace to 
secure the effects. It is important to protect personal effects from 
body fluids. 

COLLECTING IDENTIFICATION TAGS 



As remains are placed in the trench, remove one i dentification 



(ID) tag from each remains and string it on a strong wire (Figure 4-1 
in the order in which the remains are buried. One metal ID tag 
must be left on the remains. If only one ID tag is present, a 
duplicate will be made and strung on the wire. The metal tag will

be left on the remains. If no ID tags are present, make a tag with 
the same information on it that is required on the ID tag (Figure 4-2). 
Place this tag on the wire in place of the ID tag.

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PROVIDING BURIAL INFORMATION 

For each remains that yon bury be sure that you record the 
information shown in the Appendix (STANAG 2070) on a locally 
prepared form with the title ‘ Emergency Burial Form.” Make two 
copies of this form. One copy will Be buried with the remains, and 
the other will be sent to higher headquarters. You may bury the 
form in an empty canteen or other suitable container. Seal the 
container, if possible, and bury it upside down at the head of the 
remains. Most of the information ne eded to com plete the burial 
form may be take n fro m DD Form 567| (Figure 2-4), DD Form 1380 



(Fi gures 2-2| and 2-3) , and the identification tags of the remains. 



PREPARING DD FORM 551 

A DD Form 551 (Record of Interment) will be prepared for each 
re mains that you bury. You should make two copies of DD Form 
551 1 (Figure 4 - 3 ]. One copy will be buried with the remains, and the 
other will be sent to the Joint Central Graves Registration 
Officer. Y ou may bury the form in an empty canteen and seal it, if 
possible. Bury the container upside down above the remains. If 
you do not have a container, put the form in the personal effects 
bag. The information for the entries made ab ove the IN

and the identification tags of the remains. The information for 
the IMPRINT OF IDENTIFICATION TAG block may be written 
in the outline of the tag. After you list all personal effects, state 
what happened to them. Personal effects should be buried with 
the remains. The last entries are made in the INTERMENT 
section. The information for these entries is furnished by the 
person in charge of the burial. Although there are no individual 
graves, the remains are assigned a row and position number 
(grave space). The location of the cemetery is given as the name of 
the nearest town or village. The preparer’s commander or 
commander’s representative signs his name in the VERIFIED 
BY block.

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PREPARING THE GRAVE SITE 

The trench for burying remains (Figure 4-6) is 6.5 feet 
(1.95 meters) wide at a minimum and 3.5 feet (1.05 meters) deep. 
The length of the trench will depend on the number of remains 
that have to be buried. If you come to an obstruction, such as large 
roots or rocks, while digging the trench, begin a new one.

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MARKING THE GRAVE SITE 

Drive iron pipes or something similar (the engineers may have 
stakes) into the ground to mark the ends of each row. Attach a 
metal tag to the pipe at the beginning of each row. The tag should 
show the row number (such as row 1 or row 2), the length of the 
row in feet, and the azimuth from the beginning of the row to the 
end of the row. Grave sites for contaminated remains must be 
clearly marked and separated from trenches used for non- 
contaminated remains. 

BURYING REMAINS 

Remains in mass graves are buried side by side with no space 
between them. After placing all remains in the trench, cover them 
with the earth removed from the trench. Do not operate heavy 
equipment over remains and burial sites. Ensure that the burial 
site is prepared to allow for proper drainage. After the remains are 
buried, the completed burial forms, grave site sketch and map 
overlay, and the wire loop with identification tags on it should be 
forwarded to the Joint Central Graves Registration Office.

OBJECT 

1. The aim of this Agreement is to standardize the procedures to 
be used when the forces of one NATO nation perform emergency 
burials on land for the dead of another NATO Nation and of the 
enemy. 

AGREEMENT 

2. Participating nations agree that the procedures outlined 
herein are to be used by the NATO forces for emergency burials on 
land of personnel of another NATO Nation and of the enemy. 

GENERAL 

3. Whenever practicable separate burial should be given to the 
remains, or even part remains, of each deceased person. 
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NATO UNCLASSIFIED 



4. The form of burial being prescribed in this Agreement is 
normally the responsibility of the unit and is not that of the 
specialized graves registration personnel. 

5. Emergency burials are carried out so as to: 

a. Conform with accepted principles of hygiene. 

b. Obtain the maximum of safety from marauding animals 
and looting. 

c. Provide the maximum chance of subsequent recovery. 

DEFINITIONS 

6. The following definitions are taken from the NATO Glossary 
of Terms and Definitions for military use in English and French 
(AAP-6) and are repeated here for convenience: 

a. Emergency Burial . A burial, usually on the battlefield 
when conditions do not permit evacuation for interment 
in a cemetery. 

b. Group Burial. A burial in a common grave of two or more 
individually unidentified remains. 

c. Trench Burial . A method of burial resorted to when 
casualties are heavy whereby a trench is prepared and the 
individual remains are laid in it side by side, thus 
obviating the necessity of digging and filling individual 
graves. 

LOCATION OF BURIAL 

7. Graves are normally located as near as convenient to the scene 
of death. Sites should be selected as much as possible with 
reference to ease of subsequent relocation and identification. 
Graves should not de dispersed. Easy recovery is essential and 
protection from water is desirable. 
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NATO UNCLASSIFIED 

8. As a guide, the minimum depth should be about 1 metre; the 
body is to be enclosed in a pouch (for human remains), poncho, 
blanket, etc. whenever possible. 

9. Burials are to be grouped by nationalities. Different areas for 
separate graves, trench, or group burials are to be allotted to each 
nationality. 

10. Whenever practicable, a brief burial service of the appro- 
priate religion is to be held. 

MARKING OF GRAVES 

1 1. An appropriate (religious) marker high enough to be seen 
readily is to be erected. At its base, a bottle, can, or other suitable 
container is to be half buried, open end downwards, containing a 
paper on which is recorded such information listed below as is 
available. 

a. Name (Surname and Forename or initials). 

b. Rank or Grade. 

c. Sex. 

d. Service Number. 

e. National Force, Unit, and Place of Birth if desired. 

f. Date and cause of death, if known. 

g. Date buried. 

h. By whom buried. 

i. Religious faith. 

12. In the case of trench and group burials a marker and list in a 
suitable container endorsed accordingly is to be placed at each 
end of the grave and the distance of the remains from the marker 
is to be shown against the relevant entry in the list. In group 
burials the number of bodies buried must be recorded, with the 
names of the known but unidentifiable dead listed. 
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UNIDENTIFIED DEAD 

13. Unidentifiable dead should be buried and reported as others 
except that the word “unknown” is to be used in place of the name. 
Particular care must be taken to list all information which may 
assist identification later. The fullest possible physical, especially 
dental, description is to be recorded and fingerprints taken if 
possible. Details of numbers and markings on uniform, equip- 
ment, vehicles or aircraft, and particulars of IDENTIFIABLE 
DEAD in the vicinity should be noted. 

DOCUMENTATION 

14. In all cases an emergency burial report must be completed by 
the unit responsible. The type of report form to be used is given at 
Annex A. This is not a prescribed format, but shows generally the 
information most nations consider essential to have, provided it 
is available. 

15. The number of copies made and the disposition of the 
emergency burial report will vary with circumstances. As a 
minimum however; 

a. When allied nationals are buried, a copy is dispatched to 
the appropriate NATO Headquarters for transmission to 
the national force headquarters concerned. 

b. Burial reports covering enemy nationals are forwarded to 
the theatre headquarters and to the national head- 
quarters of the forces which accomplished interment. 

DISPOSITION OF EFFECTS 

16. With the exception of deceased United States personnel, all 
personal effects (including all personal and official papers) are 
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removed from the remains and placed in a suitable receptacle. 
One identification tag/disc must be buried with the corpse. The 
second identification tag/disc, or the removable part, is placed in 
the receptacle with the personal effects. In the case of United 
States personnel, all personal effects and one identification tag 
are buried with the remains and the second identification tag 
affixed to the grave marker. 

17. An inventory is to be made of the personal effects, checked 
and signed by an officer, and dispatched with the receptacle 
containing the personal effects. 

18. Personnel of one nation burying the dead of another nation 
dispatch the receptacle containing the personal effects of the 
deceased as follows: 



a. Allied Dead . Except for United States personnel (see 
paragraph 16)|, personal effects are sent along the normal 
logistical channels to a point where they can be handed 
over to an appropriate national authority of the deceased. 

b. Enemy Dead. Personal effects are handled under 
arrangements laid down by the national authorities of the 
burial party. 

IMPLEMENTATION OF THE AGREEMENT 

19. This STAN AG will be considered to have been implemented 
when the necessary orders\ instructions putting the procedures 
detailed in this Agreement into effect have been issued to the 
forces concerned.

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Instructions for using this form 

1 . Each individual burial is listed on a separate form. When 
burying unidentified dead, such information is to be noted on the 
form. 

2. Name of places and individuals are shown in block capitals. 

3. When the date of death cannot be determined, it is to be 
estimated and the notation “estimated” is shown. 

4. When allied or enemy dead are buried, the nationality of the 
force to which the deceased belonged is shown in the block 
entitled “National Force”. 

5. Unused spaces are to have a line drawn through them. When 
information is unknown this will be shown. 

6. Service number to be confirmed from the number as shown on 
identity disc. 

7. With unidentifiable dead the fullest possible physical, 
especially dental, description is to be recorded and fingerprints 
taken if possible. Details of numbers and markings on uniform, 
equipment, vehicles or aircraft, and particulars of identifiable 
dead in the vicinity should be noted overleaf. 

8. The location of the grave must be given as accurately and fully 
as possible. Whenever possible, a six figure grid reference is to be 
given on a map of an appropriate scale. Distance and cardinal 
points from any prominent objects in the vicinity of the grave 
should also be given.
